1001 11)10 wo u ld appear to be ano ma­ 
lo u s and co ntradicto ry. 
Su ch pro gress 
as was made was entirely du e to 
fo reigners and fo reign cu pitu l. 
Yet 
even In 1910 the limits o f expansio n 
had be t»» reached o wing to labo r sho rt­ 
age. 
•‘Japanese and Chinese Immigratio n 
was enco u raged to make go o d the de­ 
ficiency. 
It was a qu estio n either o f 
o btaining an Increased efficiency o f 
Mexican labo r cr an impo rtatio n o f 
manu al wo rkers. 
Yet, o wing pro bably 
to the demand fo r labo r, the efficiency 
o f 
Mexl ans, instead o f increasing, 
actu ally became less. 
"At abo u t that time an ex ample o f 
this fact came u nder my own observ a­ 
tion. 
There were three large mining 
ventu res started u p nearly simultane­ 
o u sly within a radiu s o f thirty miles. 
"One o f the managers co nceived the 
Idea that by pro viding the wo rkmen 
with impro ved ho u ses and paying high­ 
er wages he wo u ld attract the best and 
mo st thrifty wo rkmen, thereby do ing 
mo re wo rk with the same o r perhaps 
u less nu ndtcr « ff men. 
• The co ntrary was the caw*. Instead 
o f having 400 men no minally o n tho 
payro ll he had between 500 and <HX», 
and yet he had actu ally less men wo rk­ 
ing every day. 
"Under the o ld scale o f wages the 
men wo rked o n an average abo u t fo u r 
days a week, u nder the new scale less 
than tlirrv days. The labo rers. In fact, 
wo rked lo ng eno u gh to earn the beau s 
and co rn u po n which they mainly su b­ 
sisted. and the rest o r the time was 
spent In drinking and gambling. 
"The o ther two mines lo st large nu m­ 
bers o f men who departed fo r the 'hap­ 
py camp’ In which they need wo rk 
o nly three days a week."
